Monsignor Augustine Volisin, 
Premier of autonomous Ruthenia, 
remained here with his delegation 
to draw up reconstruction plans for 
what remains of Rutheniz. 

Hungary Hopes for More. 

Hungarians and Poles said they 
still hoped more Ruthenian terri- 
tory would eventually fall to Hun- 
gary, thus giving Poland and Hun- 
gary the common borderline they 
desire. 

Ruthenia, the eastern tip of 
Czechoslovakia, was forced by the 
Italian-German mediation award to 
code its capital, Uzhorod, to Hun- 
gary, and its principal railway 
lines. 

Between 100,000 and 150,000 Ru- 
thenians again will become Hun- 
garians under the award, leaving 
about 500,000 in the Czech-Slovak- 
Ruthenian states. 

The Ruthenian delegation last 
night protested against the decision, 


asserting it did not conform t

Funds Sought in U. . 

Five fraternal Uk (Ru- 
thenian) organizations id Unit- 
ed Ukrainian organizations in the 
United States, with headquarters 
in New York, asking for funds to 
assist the homeland.

York, 

The disposition of the Meramec 
Spring site was held up because of 
the suit, which ended yesterday, but 
after the provisions of Mrs. James’ 
will had betome known, the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Digcese of Mis- 
souri delayed acceptance of. the 
tract because of financial problems 
in developing and maintaining it as 
a public park. 

The will directed that the site 
be offered to the Federal Govern- 
ment if not accepted by the Mis- 
souri diocese for a public park. 
If refused by both, the will pro- 
vides, it is to revert to her estate 
for public charitable use. 

Once Suggested as State Park. 

About 18 years ago the Powell 
and James tracts combined were 
suggested as a State park, because 
of the spring, one of the largest in 
the State, the historic significance, 
the big tree forest, tae water front- 
age, and the abundance of Ozark 
flora. Powell said the State tried 
to buy it soon after he acquired it, 
but the deal fell through, and that 
a Governor of Missouri had per- 
sonally requested Mrs. James to 
give the spring site to the State. 

Among larger specimens of trees 
measured.by a Post-Dispatch re 
porter recently in the 1600-acre 
tract were: a bur oak,.14 feet in 
circumference with a 50-foot branch 
spread; another bur oak, 11 feet, 
5 inches in circumference, with 
trunk clear 45 feet up, to the first 
limb; a third bur oak, 12 feet in 


2 inches in circumference; an 
elm, 13 feet, 5 inches in. circum- 
ference with a 65-foot branch 
spread; and a soft maple, 13 feet, 
7 inches in circumference. Meas- 
urements were taken between three 
and four feet above the ground. 
Prolific Growth of Trees. 

In addition were hundreds of 
sycamores above two feet in di- 
ameter, hackberry up to. three feet 
in diameter, and numerous black 
walnuts up to two feet thick. 

Among other native Ozark trees 
were hickory, buckeye, wild cherry, 
black gum, wild crab, 
brown birch, paw-paw, redbud and 
others, including acres of the hazel- 
nut shrub. Wild flowers, ferns, 
and blossoming shrubs grow in 
abundance along tae waterfronts 
and in the woods. 

There is a crane colony high 
in the tops of the bottomland 
sycamores, and wild birds and 
‘Small game are plentiful, as Pow- 
ell has kept the area fenced. There

Company’s Liability. 

(3) Q. Is the use of telephone 
facilities for transmission of rac- - 
ing information contrary to law, if 
the service is not used for the 
registering or recording of bets? 

A. “It is my opinion that if a 
person occupies a place equipped 
with telephone facilities for the pur- 
pose of communicating information 
of the above character to any place 
which is intended for the purpose 
of recording or registering bets or 
selling pools (on the events set out 
in section 4286), section 4286 is vio-

Turrou testified yesterday that 
when Dr. Griebl and Miss Hofmann 
were being questioned in Federal 
Bureau of Investigation headquar- 
ters at New. Tork, Dr. Griebl had 
told Miss Hofmann he would have 
her shot for the information she 
gave. Turrou said he warned him 
not to theaten her again. 

“Did Washington order you not 
to arrest Dr. Griebl?” Dix contin- 
ued today. 

“Washington was in direct charge 
of this investigdtion, and we re- 
ported there daily by telephone,” 
Turrou replied, “Dr. Griebl said he 
was going to tell the whole story.

W eeghman, Once 
Cubs Owner, Dies

CHICAGO, Nov. 3. — Charles 


Weeghman, 59 years old, New York 
taurateur and former owner 
ot the Chicago Cubs’ baseball team, 
died late yesterday of apoplexy. 
He suffered a stroke yesterday at 
“the Drake Hotel, where he stopped 
awith his wife, Carol, en route from 
Hot Springs, Ark., to New York. 
er Weeghman rose to prominence in 
the restaurant business by develop- 
ing the “one-armed” restaurant 
Idea for a chain of eating places 
in Chicago. 
~ His interest in baseball began 
‘when he lent financial support to 
Ine Chicago club of the Federal 
‘baseball team. When the league 
“was disbanded, Weeghman pur- 
‘thased control of the Cubs in 1914 
and retained it for four years. 
His fortune was estimated at $8,- 
000,000 when he ventured into base- 
Hall in 1915 as the backer of the 
Wederal baseball league. The ven- 
ture was estimated to have cost 
im $3,000,000 and was the first of 
a series of events which caused fi- 
nancial collapse. 
Weeghman purchased the Chi- 
cago Cubs’ baseball team for $500,- 
400 from Charles P. Taft, brother 
of President Taft, after the Fed- 
ral League disbanded. In 1920 he 
Sold the club to William Wrigley 
Jr. and three years later he was 
forced to abandon connections with 
his lunchroom chain. Recently he 
a a restaurant at Fort Lee, 
Weeghman is survived by his 
widow and a daughter, Mrs. Dor- 
othy J. McDonough, of a previous 
marriage. Funeral services will be 
conducted Saturday at Richmond,

Defendants. Said to Have 
Used Concern’s Own Se- 
curities to Gain Control 
of It. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 3—A Fed- 
eral grand jury filed yesterday an 
indictment against 12 individuals 
and five corporations charging use 
of the mails to defraud and con- 
spiracy. 

The case, investigated by the Se- 
curities Exchange Commission, was 
presented to the grand jury by the 
United States District Attorney's 
office. 


The indictment names Harold B. 
Grow, George J. Mitchell Jr., 
George H. Clayton, Vincent E. Fer- 
retti, Philip A. Frear, Ralph H. 
Robb, Thomas W. Morris, S. Leo 
Solomont, Prentice, Jerome 
C. Brady, der B. Beverly, 
Howard F. Hansell Jr., Calmur & 
Co. Inc., Fiscal Management Co. 
Lied., Northern Capital Holding 
Co. Ltd., Chantry Lied., and Na- 
tional Construction Co. Lid. , 

Indictment Outlines Scheme. 


As alleged in the indictment, the 
scheme to defraud consisted of a 
plan for the defendants to gain 
control of certain investment 
trusts, including First Income 
Trading Corporation, Continental 
Securities Corporation, Adminis- 
tered Fund, Second, Inc.; and Rey- 
noldg Investing Co. Inc. 

The indictment alleges the de- 
fendants obtained an advance of 
$110,000 from Paine, Webber & Co. 
on the collateral of securities ab- 
stracted from the portfolio of the 
Firat Income Trading Corporation 
and that with this money they ob- 
tained the controlling amount of 
stock of First Income. 

After that, Paine, Webber & Co. 
gold the collateral for. $152,000, re- 
paid themselves their advance and 
turned over the balance to the de- 
fendants. 

New Concern, Assets $5. 

Then, according to the indict- 
ment, the defendants concealed the 
abstraction of the securities from 
First Income by forming a Cana- 
dian holding company called Fiscal 
Management Co. Ltd., on the sole 
‘asset of $5 paid in for the sale of 
five shares of common stock issued 
to the directors. 

To this company, the indictment 
alleges, the defendants transferred 
the control stock of First Income 

Trading Corporation in exchange 
for all of Fiscal Management 
common stock and 1825 shares (par 
value _ $182,500) of its preferred 
stock. The fiscal management pre- 
ferred stock, said tne indictment, 
then was placed in the portfolio of 
the First Income Trading Corpora- 
tion in place of the abstracted 
securities. 

Then, according to the indict- 
ment, a new board of directors was 
elected, the securities in the port- 
folio were sold, and the funds 
were used for the purchase of 
securities in corporations in which 
the defendants were personally in- 
terested. 

Same Method Used Again. 

Similar steps were followed, it 
was alleged, to obtain the control 
of stock in the Continental Securi- 
ties Corporation for $580,000, ad- 
vanced by Paine, Webber on 32. 
500,000 worth of Continental’s own 
stock, previously abstracted. 

Tue next step, said the indict- 
ment, was to obtain $2,110,000 for 
the control of the Reynolds In- 
vesting Co., Inc., again by the use 
of the company’s own securities, 
previously abstracted. 

No estimate was made of the mil- 
lions alleged to have been pyra- 
mided from that original issue of 
$5 worth of stock.

To clarify the local situation, a resolu- 
tion was introduced before the St. Louis 
Medical Society asking that all candi- 
dates for office in the society submit 
their professional connections with med- 
ical schools, hospitals and corporations 
to the Ethics Committee of the society. 
In an executive meeting of the society, 
Oct. 18, attended by nearly 300 members, 
the resolution was overwhelmingly de- 
feated. Defeat of the resolution solves 
the problem of contract medicine in St. 
Louis. The local society can determine 
the policies of its practitioners. The 
stigma attached to contract medicine has 
been removed. 

Long ago, the Mayo brothers estab- 
lished a clinic wherein medical men could 
offer complete medical service under the 
control of medical men. They were per- 
haps some 30 years ahead of their time. 
There was no duplication of offices, tele- 
phones, lay personnel and so forth. The 
tremendous cost of overhead was re- 
duced; The Mayo brothers’ plan could be 
established by local medical societies with 
benefits to the public and the medical 
profession. 

After all is said and done, the great- 
est reward a medical practitioner hopes 
to obtain is doing his job of healing the 
sick and preventing sickness with the 
greatest benefit to the public. Instead 
of fighting corporations, the Government 
and the public, the medical profession 
should assist these groups in attempting 
to give to all, if possible, the best medical 
care available. ,

New efficiency in mechanized armament is achieved 
in a medium-weight, 16-ton infantry tank, a heavily 
armed fortress capable of moving about at a. speed 
of about 40 miles an hour. None of these, of course, 
was seen in thd display of mechanized cavalry which 
passed through St. Louis yesterday, as the machine 
has. only recently gone into construction. 

By raising its angle of elevation, the range of the 
76-millimeter field piece has Been increased from 
five and a half to nine miles. The recoil-operated

The principal feature of the Security and Ex- 
change Commission’s final report on the Richard 
Whitney scandal is its criticism of the “code of 
silence” among members and officers of the New 
York Stock Exchange, which was one factor that 
enabled the broker to continue his criminal career 
for 12 yéars before being brought to justice.

whether, after so slight an illness, the boy was really immune to small- 
pox, took some matter from the eruption of an actual case of smallpox 
and inserted it under James Phpps’ skin. No disease followed, which 
it most certainly would if he were susceptible to smallpox. 

Benjamin Waterhouse, the first American vaccinator, selected his 
own family for experimental purposes. He had plenty of them. He 
vaccinated seven of his children. Then, in due time, he marched the 
whole family, vaccinated and unvaccinated, to the pest house and exposed 
them all to small pox. Only the unvaccinated ones took it. 

The Manhattan experiment was with groups of matriculating stu- 
dents—one group of 1053 and another of 986. About 75 per cent had been 
vaccinated previously, Only about 6 per cent had been vaccinated more 
than once previously. This is an astonishingly low figure considering the 
high intelligence and high social status of the group. 

On revaccinating them, about 60 per cent had a “take”, showing that 
they were susceptible to smallpox. | 

There were 20 per cént more people immune who had been vaccinated 
one to five years previously, than those who had been vaccinated six 
to 10 years previously. : 

Twenty per cent more people were immune who had been vacci- 
nated more than once. . 

The conclusions are that there is a wide individual variation in the 
duration of smallpox immunity after vaccination. Immunity is lost 
after vaccination by different people at different rates. 

Everyone should be vaccinatéd once in every five to 10 years,
